ONCE news of tension on 
borders has hit the headlines. Declarations 
and counter-declarations have been flying 
round and tempers are frayed. In such condt- 
tions it is more than ever necessary to consider 
the position calmiy and to form an opinion 
on the basis of those standards of conduct 
on which we have been nurtured. 

The full details of the Israeli attack on 
the Jordan villages of Qibya, Budrus, and 
Shuqba are not yet established and will only 
come to light during the U.N. Security 
Council's investigation of the. affair. Never- 
theless, the salient ‘facts are known and 
admitted by both sides to the dispute. Briefly, 
what happened was that, following a long 
succession of murderous incursions from 
various parts of Jordan, on October 13 
marauders from the vicinity of the Jordan 
village of Rantis murdered a woman and 
two children in the Israeli village of Tiryet 
Yahuda. The same day a United Nations 
observer secured the co-operation of the 
Jordan authorities for the crossing of the 
frontier by Jewish. police investigators. 
The culprits, however, were not found. The 
following night a large, well-armed body of 
Israelis carried out reprisals against the three 
Jordan villages and, in. a violent attack, 
indiscriminately killed some fifty or more 
Arab villagers of both sexes and all ages. 

The reaction of the Jordan Government 
to this event was to move troops to the 
aflected area and to call upon the States of 
the Arab League to rally to its aid. The 
israel-Jordan. Mixed Armistice Commission 
on October 15. pronounced Israel guilty of 
the killings “in cold blood,” and on the 
following day the British Government issued 
“a Statement expressing its 
apparently calculated attack.”

By that standard is there any possible moral 
justification for this cruel -assault on the 
Jordan villagers ?. This was not self-defence 
against armed attack. It was reprisal of the 
same kind that was perpetrated by our 
enemies in the last war. If the action was 
morally unjustified, can it, 
excused on grounds of expediency ? Surely 
not. For what could be more stupid than 
to alienate. the sympathy of so many of 
Israel's friends at a time when, more than 
ever, their support is vital to its well-being 
if not to its existence ? The deferment of 
American financial aid may be attributable to 
the River Jordan dispute, but that by itself is 
indicative of present State Department think- 
ing and cannot bat serve as a_ serious 
warning. The evil which was wrought by 
the fanatics who perpetrated the crime of 
Deir Yassin has never been entirely elimi- 
nated. Unless the Israeli Government will 
dissociate itself from this action and punish 
the culprits it may well have an even more 
disastrous effect than the irresponsible action 
of the Irgun terrorists.

ETHICAL STANDARDS 
THe Religious Weekly Press Group, of 


which THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 1s a member, 
unites in its fellowship all shades of religious 
opinion. It was addressed last week by Sir 
DAVID MAXWELL FYPe, the Home Secretary, 
on a subject that should exercise the con- 
science of each and all of us. In the high 
and responsible office which he holds, Sir 
DAVID is much concerned about the increase 
of crime, and he expressed the view that the

most serious cause for this increase ts the 
decline and absence of the sanction of 
religion in ordinary day-to-day life. One 
of the fundamental tasks of the day, he 
urged, was to try to re-create a sense of the 
importance of the spiritual in life. We ought, 
he said, to make the spiritual stature of man 
in the second half of what had hitherto 
been a mad century reasonably approximate 
to the scientific and material advances of our 
time. The high level of crime was due, in 
his opinion, to root causes not likely to be 
removed by legislative remedies. Funda- 
mentally, he said, the real need was to raise 
the standard of morals and integrity in com- 
munity and family life. That was a matter 
for religious bodies, for trade unions, for 
youth organisations, teachers, parents, and 
for every man and woman of. good will. 
“It is an individual challenge,’ he added, 
‘to each one of us, and one which nobody 
can afford or dare to pass by.” This chal- 
lenge concerns Jews equally with their 
fellow-citizens of all creeds. It is happily 
true that the figures for juvenile delinquency 
and for crimes of violence in this country 
indicate that in these categories Jews are 
rarely convicted. Yet this. comparative 
immunity does not necessarily obtain in all 
spheres of law-breaking. Even with Jews, 
religion does not always prove a sufficiently 
effective safeguard for the prevention of 
offences against good citizenship. We have 


our black sheep, and it is a curious and 


lamentable fact that so often—so much 
more often than with others—all Jews are 
judged by the misdeeds of one. That, of 
course, does not excuse the black sheep, 
but it is an additional reason, if one were 
needed, for our maintaining the highest 
ethical standards. The Jewish community, 
with its stress on its religion as a whole way 
of life, ought to feel a special responsibility 
in Maintaining such lofty standards for the 
guidance of Jew and non-Jew alike. 


KASHER MEAT COMPLAINTS 


THE high price and faulty distribution of 
kasher meat has once again been the subject 
of correspondence in our columns. . The 
letters we have received are’ convincing 
evidence, if such evidence were needed at 
of a grievance suffered by the 
religiously observant housewife, and the 
grievance is felt more deeply now that, by 
contrast, the supply of non-kasher meat is 
adequate. In° many quarters the simple 
question is asked, “ Why don't the com- 
munal authorities.do something?” It is 
reasonable that this question. should be asked 
and that those to whom it is directed should 
give an answer... Kashrut touches the daily 
life of the individual, and in the rich. cata- 
logue of Jewish observances there is no 
item which the ecclesiastical authorities of 
our own day have marked out for attention 
with greater insistence. There is justice 
therefore in the popular assumption. that 
religious leaders who stress the importance 
of kashrut are in duty bound to prevent 


its observance being made the occasion 


oppression to the many and _ profiteering to 
the few. In fact, however, though the Beth 
Din and the Shechita Board might have been 
more active in making their difficulties 
known to the public, it has not been proved 
that they could have taken effective steps 
to ameliorate the position. Kasher meat 
must be home-killed : the number of beasts 
available for slaughter 1s limited, and it can 
always happen that a proportion of the meat 
they yield will be declared trefa. ‘Kasher 
meat thus has a scarcity value which .may 
tempt exploitation by a number of butchers. 
The consumer has his remedy. with 
civil authorities, but, understandably, he is 
usually unwilling to take upon himself the 
onus of reporting the offender. That does 
not entitle him. to thrust the onus on volun- 
tary bodies which as such are not themselves 
consumers. Where distribution is concerned 
in short weeks, the public should remember 
that the reluctance of non-Jewish labour to 
work special overtime in connection with 
Jewish Holy-days is often a cause of dis- 
location. These circumstances the communal 
authorities should continuously have been 
making clear to the public. The Beth Din 
should have shown greater awareness of the 
chillul hashem caused by the financial 
exploitation of a strict Jewish observance : 
the Shechita Board might. still consider 
whether its effectiveness, as seen by the 
public, measures up to what is expected of 
it. But public relations apart, there is not 
likely to be a full solution to the problem 
until the meat trade becomes free from 
controls.

The Foolish Immortals. By Pact 
GALLico.. Michael Joseph. 12s. 6d.

Mr. Gallico. must disappoint even 
the most benevolent of his readers 
by this flippant, slopprly written 
book, sporting a kind of American 
slang. Ihe author touches upon 
Jewish matters, both in the religious 
and cultural sphere, which. are 
presented in a highly controversial, if 
net objectionable, wav. The. story 
itself overtaxes our patience with 
‘fiction ” that neglects the limits of 
the reasonable and the possible. An 
aged American Jewess. Hannah, who 
has been shrewd enough “to build up 
a commercial Empire.” appears to be 
stupid enough to. fall for the fairy- 
tale. of -a Jewish: trickster. He ‘tries 
to sell her “ longevity.” by providing 
her with the few remaining “ seeds of 
fhe original. Tree of Life.” left over 
from the Garden of Eden = and 
preserved by a. mysterious — tribe 
dwelling in the wilderness “of the 
lebanese mountains... Naturally, 
Hannah desires to “get it.” and thus 
to secure her immortality. .With her 
secretary, this scoundrel. and a Jewish 
sailor-boy she. sets out. for Israel on 
an expedition to Arab territory to-get 
the kernels on the spot and. to make 
sure that.she can swallow them before 
anybody. else interferes. 

Versatile Rabbi 

Into this odd’ story -comes. the 
sailor's uncle, who is none other than 
‘he famous Doctor Levi who, in turn, 
was a rabbi, a teacher,an archeolo- 
gist, and a gardener planting cauli- 
flowers (which, obviously, is. the most 
important thing a scholar.can do in 
israel. This sage is presented, in ail 
seriousness, aS a Man “ who goes to 
the top of the mountain and speaks 
directly with God as. his forefathers 
have -done.’

CAN WE BELIEVE IN JUDAISM ? 


HE person who says he is a 

Jew because he was born a 

Jew 1s probably not a Jew at 
all in anv significant sense. He 1s 
also talking nonsense, because 
Jewishness is biological 
characteristic. A Jewish baby 1s 
indistinguishable trom a non- 
Jewish baby. To inherit Judaism 
is to inherit a spiritual possession ; 
and we entered into that inheritance 
unconsciously, as a result of the 
parental and ‘other influences of our 
childhood environment. 

That inheritance, however, carries 
with it a grave responstbility: to test 
the claims which are made. for. -i! 
Judaism has outlived Egyptian. 
Canaanite, Babylonian. Persian, 
Greek, and Roman thought. It ‘has 
givén birth to Christianity and Islam 
without being superseded by either. 
Our. ancestors in every generation 
have found it a source of. peace, joy, 
and illumination. And they have been 
prepared to suffer humiliation, torture, 
and death for its sake. There 1s at 
least a prima facie: case that Judaism 
may have a similar value for us. and 
for our children and children’s chil- 
dren... Hence, to ignore it or reject it 
without first giving ita fair trial would 
be an act of almost unpardonable 
irresponsibility. 


Twofold Duty 


To test our Jewish heritage -is.no 


easy Matter. It requires considerable 
time, effort;-and sacrifice. But nothing 


less is demanded by the debt we owe 


to those who shirked no agony. that 
we might become their spiritual heirs. 
Our duty. is twofold. On the 


hand we must study Judatsm in such 
a way.as to feel its spirit throughout 
the ages. On the other hand, we must 
live Judaism, so that we may wrestle 
with it at close quarters, as Jacob 


wrestled with the Angel. 


And in the course of that twofold 


‘process we must. constantly ask. our- 


selves two questions. First: Is Judaism. 


true Can. we. believe what... it 
asserts ? Secondly: Does Judaism 
work Does it produce’ desirable

Rabbi Professor Simha Assaf, -a 
iudge of the Israeli Supreme Court 
and. from 1948 to 1950 Rector of the 
Hebrew.

During the hearings last month. the two 
accused. while admitting to have founded 
the N.E.S.B. denied that it was a con- 
tinuation of the N.S.B. Tt was stated that 
the N.E.S.B. rejected the Leader prin- 
cipal and racial discrimination and that 
it Sought to become a third force between 
the U.S.A. and Russia.

WAR ORPHANS: APPEAL TO DUTCH ARCHBISHOP

AMSTERDAM 
Thirty Dutch Mennonite clergymen 
and lay members, headed by Dr. Frits 
Kuiper,..hbave published an appeal to 
the Archbishop of Utrecht, urging 
him, on Christian and moral grounds, 
to give a clear lead and to take a more 
active part in promoting the return of 

the two Dutch-Jewish war orphans 
Anneke Beekman and Betty Milhado. 
The two girls, it will be recalled, who 
during the last war had been cared for 
by non-Jewish foster-mothers,  dis- 
appeared about five years ago, Anneke 
Beekman when she was about to be 
transferred to Jewish guardians, Betty 
Milhado was kidnapped twice by her 
former fosier-mother, The two girls are 


beheved to be. held in a convent in 
Holland or Belgium. 

Last July the Dutch-Jewish authorities 
appealed to the Archbishop to © assist 
them in tracing the girls. In his reply 
the Archbishop said that the Catholic 
foster-mother of “Anneke Beekman “was 
under.no obligation, because of religious 
convictions, to keep the girl back. On 
the other hand. it was Stated that strong 
emotional ties had developed beiween 
the girl and her foster-mother, and that 
it was not for the ecclesiastic authorities 
to assist in tracing children. Nothing 
has happened since. 

The Mennonite letter appeals to the 
Archbishop to make a clear pronounce- 
ment that it is a Christian duty to assist 
in tracing the missing Jewish children.
